Gwen  Sanford,  a  longtime  resident  of  Oakham,  moved  to  town  in 
1963.

Early  on  Gwen  became  the  Sunday  School  Superintendent.  In 
addition  to  heading  up  the  Sunday  program  and  planning 

lessons,  she  organized  hay  rides  at  Halloween,  Christmas 
parties,  and  winter  sliding  parties.  A  little  later  Gwen 
became  the  Tax  Collector,  those  were  the  days  when  towns 
people  would  come  by  her  home  to  pay  their  bills,  of  course, 
it  was  always  a  good  excuse  to  visit  as  well.  Within  a 
relatively  short  amount  of  time  the  position  of  janitor 
became  available  at  the  Oakham  Center  School  which  at  that 
time  was  located  in  the  Town  Hall.  Upstairs  there  were  three 
classrooms,  the  hall,  the  coat  room  and  the  Principals  office 
by  day,  and  Town  Father's  offices  by  night.  Down  stairs  one 
classroom  the  cafeteria,  bathrooms  and  the  nurses  room.  She 
maintained  the  school  until  1973  when  it  was  necessary  for 
the  building  of  the  new  school.  Gwen  moved  from  the  town 
hall  to  our  Brand  new  building.  She  cleaned  the  school  and 
cared  for  it  as  if  it  were  her  one  home.  The  teachers  she 
endeared  as  if  they  were  her  own  as  well.  As  the  town  grew 

and  the  number  of  children  enrolled  grew,  it  again  became 

necessary  to  add  on  to  our  building.  Gwen  still  continued  to 
maintain  the  building.  She  took  pride  in  her  work  which  in 
turn  helped  the  children  to  take  pride  in  their  school.  Many 
children  over  the  years  wanted  to  help  Mrs.  Sanford.

In  October  1992  Gwen  Sanford  retired  after  25  years  of 

service.  She  now  is  taking  things  easier,  but  anyone  who 
has  ever  known  Gwen,  sitting  idol  is  NOT  in  her  nature.  If 
you  ask  her  she'll  say  "oh  I'm  keeping  busy."

Chief  of  Police 


I  am  sad  to  have  to  report  that  the  small  town  of  Oakham  has 
experienced  "big  city"  crime  this  past  year.  In  January  1992, 
the  town  had  its  first  murder  in  many  decades.  Both  the  murder 
victim  and  the  perpetrator  were  from  Worcester.  In  June  of  1992, 
the  murderer  was  sentenced  to  18  to  20  years  in  prison  at  the 
State  Penitentiary  in  Walpole,  Mass.  The  next  major  crimes  were 
two  drive-by  shootings  during  the  year-  The  first  was  a  house 
shot  at  and  the  second,  a  vehicle.  In  both  cases  there  were  no 
injuries.  As  we  all  know,  crime  is  mobile,  and  as  big  cities  put 
pressure  on  criminals  they  tend  to  migrate  into  less  populated 
areas. 


Things  are  not  as  bad  as  they  first  seem-  During  the  period 
from  mid-August  1991  to  mid-December  1992,  a  total  of  17  months, 
there  were  no  house-breaks  in  town.  Most  of  the  towns  around  us 
experienced  a  significant  increase  in  house  breaks  during  the 
same  period.  This  17-month  period  without  any  house  breaks  has 
been  the  longest  such  period  of  time  since  the  department  has 
kept  records. 

The  year  1992  witnessed  another  first  for  the  police 
department  and  the  town.  The  Oakham  Police  Dept*  answered  a 
total  of  331  calls  for  service  during  the  year.  The  police 
department  responded  to  all  of  them!  At  no  time  did  a  call  go 
unanswered  by  an  Oakham  officer-  The  average  response  time  for 
911  calls  was  under  six  minutes-  This  was  the  first  year  that  we 
were  able  to  answer  all  calls  in  the  history  of  the  department. 
One  man  does  not  make  a  police  department,  and  I  want  to  thank 
the  part  time  officers  who  went  out  on  many  a  sub-zero  night  to 
handle  a  call  from  a  citizen-

Our  selective  enforcement  program  has  been  a  great  success 
in  that  it  has  achieved  both  goals  set  by  the  Massachusetts  State 
Police  and  members  of  this  department:  First,  to  lower  the 
accident  rate  and  second,  to  lower  the  speeds  people  are  driving 
on  our  roads.  Also,  our  motor  vehicle  accident  rate  is  down  42% 
since  last  year,  and  our  motor  vehicle  citations  are  down  a  total 
of  10%,  which  means  people  are  driving  slower.

The  department’s  school  safety  program  continues  to  go  well- 
This  is  the  second  year  of  the  DARE  program  for  grade  6.  Last 
year’s  program  was  great,  and  it  showed  results  during  the  summer 
months  when  a  number  of  DARE  graduates  helped  us  with  some  drug 
investigations.  I  want  to  thank  the  Center  School  P.A.C.  for 
their  help  in  funding  DARE  for  1991  and  the  Oakham  Lions  Club  for- 
funding  the  overall  School  Safety  Program.  Without  this  kind  of 
support  none  of  these  important  programs  would  happen  *  I  also 
want  to  thank  Mr.  Duncan  Stuart  for  giving  up  17  teaching  hours 
so  that  DARE  could  continue- 
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The  community  service  program,  started  in  1991  for  youthful 
offenders,  continues  to  go  weli-  This  past  year  a  number  of 
young  people  and  their  parents  have  chosen  this  route  as  an 
alternative  to  juvenile  court-  I  prefer  this  to  giving  any 
juvenile  a  court  record  when  the  crime  is  minor  in  nature. 
During  1992  I  had  only  three  cases  in  Worcester  Juvenile  Court- 

Many  of  our  officers  continue  to  take  non-mandatory  courses 
offered  by  the  Massachusetts  Criminal  Justice  Training  counsel, 
such  as  Breathal i zer ,  Drug  Identification,  Occult/Devil  Worship. 
All  officers  attend  mandatory  classes  in  First  Aid/CPR  and 
Firearms.  This  is  part  of  their  overall  in-service  training. 

I  want  to  thank  the  selectmen  and  especially  the  citizens  of 
Oakham  for  their  support  during  the  past  year.  A  police 
department  is  only  as  good  as  its  citizens  allow  it  to  be. 
Again,  thank  you  all.

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  ambulance  responds  to  numerous  incidents  in 
which  no  service  is  required.  These  include  automobile  accidents,  fires 
(vehicle  and  structure),  mutual  aid  to  other  towns  and  numerous 
community  service  projects. 

The  personal  hardships  caused  by  job  loss  and  medical  insurance 
declination  has  caused  our  ambulance  personnel  to  become  more  and  more 
community  oriented  and  sensitive  to  our  towns  peoples  needs.  We  would 
very  much  like  to  impress  upon  the  towns  people  that  our  dedication  is  to 
the  people  of  this  town,  and  that  all  citizens  get  prompt  courteous  service 
regardless  of  their  economic  stature.  Whenever  possible  we  are  always 
willing  to  lend  assistance. 

Members  are  constantly  up-grading  their  skills  by  attending  continuing 
education  classes  a  minimum  of  6-8  hours  a  every  month.  They  also 
critique  or  de-brief  each  call  twice  monthly  for  purposes  of  quality 
assurance.  All  active  members  are  Defibrilator  certified  and  continue  to 
attend  quarterly  defibrilator  up  dates  and  in  service  training  as  required 
by  law. 

We  are  currently  involved  in  becoming  the  "  Metro  Worcester  Critical 
Incident  Stress  Debriefing  Team  "  for  our  area.  This  team  consists  of 
several  teams  of  professionals  and  their  peers  from  the  police,  fire,  and 
EMS  industries  which  will  be  responsible  for  defusing/debriefing 
individuals  or  industries  in  times  of  personal  or  professional  loss. 
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These  services  are  available  to  anyone  at  any  time  free  of  charge.  All 
team  members  work  on  a  volunteer  basis  and  services  are  kept  strictly 
confidential. 

In  addition  to  our  annual  budget,  the  ambulance  has  receive  considerable 
support  due  to  private  donations.  It  is  estimated  that  in  the  past  year  the 
ambulance  has  received  over  19,000  in  suppl ies, communication  equipment, 
training  and  maintenance  services,  and  new  equipment.  With  out  this 
generosity  our  towns  people  would  not  be  able  to  receive  the  dedicated  , 
state  of  the  art,  professional  service  we  have  all  come  to  know  and  expect 
from  our  EMS  friends.  I  wish  to  extend  a  deep  and  heartfelt  thank-you  to 
all  who  have  supported  us  both  financially  and  personally  for  we  could  not 
have  made  it  without  you. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  other  town  departments  for  all  the 
help  they  have  extended  to  me  and  the  other  members  of  this  department. 
To  the  EMT's  and  their  families,  I  express  my  most  sincere  gratitude  for 
your  continued  support,  daily  sacrifices  and  exceptional  services  to  this 
town.

The  Firefighters  have  been  very  busy  this  year  completing  the 
stocking  and  organizing  of  the  new  rescue  truck.  Having  completed 
this,  there  has  been  extensive  training  using  the  rescue  and 
extrication  tools  presently  carried  on  this  unit. 

The  Firefighters  were  certified  in  cold  water/ice  rescue. 

The  course  required  both  classroom  and  field  work.  Using  the 
new  dry  suits  which  the  department  purchased,  the  Firefighters 
made  training  rescues  in  the  frozen  lake  and  cold  water. 

In  addition,  all  Firefighters  recertified  in  C.P.R.,  first 
responder  and  hazardous  materials  courses.  Training  also  continued 
through  out  the  year  in  SCBA's  (self-contained  breathing  apparatus), 
hazardous  materials,  pumping  and  hydraulics  and  fire  suppression.

General  road  maintenance  and  mowing  of  lawns  were 
carried  out  in  the  usual  manner. 

Chapter  15  and  chapter  121  (state)  funds  were  used  for 
resurfacing  5,000  lineal  feet  .of  Old  Turnpike  Road  from 
Crocker  Nye  Road  to  Pine  Grove  Cemetery.  Approximately  2200 
lineal  feet,  from  Bell  Brook  to  a  point  near  Scott  Road  was 
completely  rebuilt,  including  two  courses  of  bituminous 
concrete.  1200  lineal  feet  of  sub-drain  was  installed  in 
various  locations  as  part  of  this  project. 

In  August  of  1991  the  Department  lost  a  full-time 
employee  due  to  lack  of  funding.  This  loss  as  well  as  new 
C.D.L.  requirements  makes  it  increasingly  difficult  to  find 
truck  drivers  on  a  part  time  basis.

Just  like  a  Medic-Alert  Bracelet  speaks  for  you  when  you  can't,  a  Dog 
License  is  the  only  way  to  quickly  identify  a  dogs  owner  in  an 
emergency  or  everyday  "Lost  Dog"  situation.  Licensing  your  dog  also 
protects  you  if  someone  elses  dog  damages  or  destroys  your  property  or 
livestock.  Failure  to  license  your  own  dog  could  cause  you  to  forfeit 
your  right  to  pursue  a  claim  against  the  other  dog  owner.  Due  to 
recent  escalations  in  the  incidence  of  Rabies  in  the  wildlife 
community,  dog  owners  who  do  not  comply  with  the  law  to  license  their 
dogs  will  be  pursued  more  aggressively  than  in  the  past. 

Since  every  dog  must  have  a  current  Rabies  vaccine  to  be  licensed,  it 
is  my  hope  that  strong  enforcement  will  be  in  the  best  interest  of 
public  health  in  our  town. 

Also,  as  of  January  1,  1993  all  cats  must  be  vaccinated  against 

Rabies.  Please  remember.  Rabies  cannot  be  cured,  it  can  only  be 
prevented . 

Oakham  does  have  a  leash  law  from  Dawn  until  Dusk,  roughly  7  AM  to  7 
PM.  However,  state  law  dictates  that  an  owner  be  "in  control"  of 
their  dogs  24  hours  a  day. 

To  contact  the  Dog  Officer  please  call  the  Police  Non-Emergency 
number,  882-3347.  Leave  a  message  with  the  dispatcher  and  the  Dog 
Officer  will  return  your  call  as  soon  as  possible.

The  Board  of  Health  continued  business  as  usual  regarding  the 
issuing  of  permits  for  wells,  repair  of  septic  systems,  and 
installations  of  septic  systems. 

We  continue  to  retain  a  professional  Sanitary  engineer  to 
witness  perc  tests,  approve  all  plans  and  designs,  and 
inspect  systems  for  the  Board.  The  agent  will  also  be 
responsible  for  the  food  service  establishments  inspections 
and  license  renewals. 

We  are  in  the  process  of  final  plan  review  with  the  D.E.P. 
for  the  capping  of  the  landfill.  We  are  also  working  with 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Erving  Paper  to  investigate  the 
possibility  of  capping  the  landfill  with  paper  sludge  at  a 
reduced  cost  to  the  town.  The  D.E.P.  has  just  approved  the 
use  of  paper  sludge  for  landfill  capping  so  hopefully  we  will 
be  able  to  get  approval  soon  to  begin  the  capping  operation. 

We  continue  to  address  the  health  concerns  and  problems  of 
our  growing  community. 

Our  meetings  are  bi-monthly,  the  first  and  third  Mondays  of 
each  month.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 


The  Council  on  Aging  focused  much  of  its  attention  on 
the  issue  of  transportation  this  year.  We  applied  for  and 
received  a  State  Formula  Grant  of  $600.  to  help  pay  for  van 
rentals  and  reimbursement  fees  for  our  drivers.  We  were  in 
contact  with  the  Town  of  New  Braintree  and  held  a  joint 
meeting  to  discuss  the  sharing  of  a  van  for  trip  and  medical 
needs..  The  committee  from  New  Braintree  brought  the 
suggestions  to  their  Council  but  did  not  contact  us  again. 
The  Town  of  Oakham  voted  to  join  the  WRTA  at  town  meeting. 
This  membership  would  enable  us  to  receive  services  with  a 
fee  to  be  reflected  on  the  Cherry  Sheet.  We  could  not 
clearly  assess  what  that  fee  would  be  and  did  not  request 
service  at  that  time.  Lucy  Tessnau  extended  a  heroic  effort 
to  procure  a  van  grant  on  our  behalf.  She  spent  many  hours 
and  contacted  Rep.  Brewer,  transportation  authorities  in 
Worcester  and  Boston,  all  to  no  avail.  I'm  afraid  that  we 
are  too  small  and  service  a  limited  population. 
Consideration  was  given  to  towns  who  would  make  use  of  a  van 
all  day,  every  day.  Thank  you,  Lucy  for  your  work. 

The  council  supervised  food  distribution  to  the  needy  in 
September,  March  and  June.  We  continue  to  sponsor  this 
service  to  the  community  and  hope  everyone  understands  that 
the  food  is  not  just  for  the  elderly.  It  is  for  anyone  in 
town  who  are  on  assistance  programs  or  fall  within  the  income 
guidelines . 

We  again  celebrated  the  season  with  our  Annual  Christmas 
Party.  We  had  a  wonderful  evening  visiting  with  friends  we 
think  about  but  seldom  see  during  the  year.  Seventy-five 
seniors  came  out  for  this  party.  We  thank  the  Lion's  Club  of 
Oakham  for  their  monetary  donations.  The  Girl  Scouts  for 
providing  table  decoration  and  favors,  the  Oakham 
Congregational  Church  family  for  cooking  and  serving  the 
delicious  meal.

We  are  pleased  to  submit  the  35th  report  of  the  Planning  Board.  Regularly  sched¬ 
uled  meetings  are  currently  held  on  the  third  Monday  of  each  month. 

ANR  /  Approval  Not  Required  Plans 

Seven  ANR  plans  were  presented  to  the  Board  for  review  and  signature. 

Special  Permits 

Responding  to  requests  for  special  permit  uses  addressed  in  the  Town  Bylaws,  the 
application  and  hearing  process  resulted  in  the  approval  of  five  Special  Permits. 

No  Special  Permit  applications  were  disapproved. 

A  number  of  lots  created  in  the  Definitive  Plan  for  Oakview  Estates,  approved  in 
1992,  were  sold  to  a  new  owner.  The  Planning  Board  and  Town  Counsel  reviewed 
the  transfer,  maintaining  the  protective  covenants  and  conditions  which  were 
recorded  as  part  of  the  approved  1992  Definitive  Plan  . 

Fee  Schedule 

A  hearing  was  duly  advertised  and  held,  regarding  establishment  of  a  proposed 
fee  schedule,  in  order  to  generate  revenue  adequate  to  cover  the  costs  of  plan 
submissions.  These  costs  typically  include  postings,  legal  advertisements, 
mailings,  hearings,  and  reviews  by  engineers,  Central  Mass  Regional  Planning 
Commission,  Town  Counsel,  and  others  as  appropriate  to  the  filing. 

No  opposition  was  presented  at  the  hearing;  no  opposition  was  presented  during 
the  21  -day  appeal  period;  the  fee  schedule  has  therefore  been  adopted  as  part  of 
the  Special  Permit  regulations.  The  Town  Treasurer  has  established  an  interest- 
bearing  account. 

Revision  of  the  Town  Bylaws 

Throughout  this  past  year,  we  have  again  stressed  the  need  for  Oakham  to 
commission  a  comprehensive  master  plan  and  revision  of  the  Town  Bylaws, 
particularly  the  zoning  bylaws,  for  subsequent  review  by  all  town  boards  and 
departments,  Town  Counsel,  and  the  voters.  The  purpose  of  a  carefully  planned 
zoning  bylaw  is  not  to  block  future  development  and  enterprise,  but  rather  to 
enable  it  to  occur  in  a  legally  structured,  orderly,  controlled  process.  The  cost  of 
bylaw  revision  is  far  less  than  the  Town  is  likely  to  incur  in  defense  against  a  legal 
challenge.

Veterans"  benefits  are  not  automatic  in  any  sense  of  the 
word.  Veterans"  benefits  must  be  applied  for  in  accordance 
with  Federal  or  State  Laws,  rules,  and  regulations

This  year  there  were  several  filings  for  wetland  permits.  Most  of  those  filed 
for  were  for  residential  projects  (single  family  homes  and  miscellaneous  const¬ 
ruction.)  Also,  permits  for  chemical  treatment  of  Dean  Reservoir  and  Brooks 
Pond  were  renewed.  As  for  subdivisions  and  larger  projects,  Phase  I  of  Happy 
Hollow  Estates  is  nearing  completion  and  should  be  done  by  late  Spring;  the 
Quail  Hollow  Golf  Course  is  in  good  shape  and  seems  to  be  stable;  and  the  Bond 
Construction  gravel  pit  on  South  Road  has  been  mined  out,  and  the  site  should 
be  graded  by  late  Spring. 

Compliance  to  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act  has  been  very  good.  Most  of  the 
townspeople  seem  to  be  interested  in  maintaining  Oakham's  natural  resources  the 
way  they  have  in  past  years.  Only  a  few  law  enforcement  orders  had  to  be  iss¬ 
ued  and  compliance  to  these  orders  has  been  satisfactory. 

ENDANGERED  SPECIES 

A  new  habitat  map  has  been  issued  to  the  town  and  is  available  for  inspec¬ 
tion  by  interested  parties.  We  are  happy  to  report  thatthere  are  some  endang¬ 
ered  species  in  town  and  we  would  appreciate  any  input,  as  far  as  sightings  or 
other  known  special  habitat  areas  that  may  provide  shelter  and  home  for  these 
creatures.  A  complete  list  of  rare  wetlands  wildlife  is  available  from  the 
Conservation  Commission  for  your  information. 

CONSERVATION  LANDS 

Currently,  the  town  of  Oakham  does  not  own  any  conservation  Land.  We 
would  like  to  change  that,  but  in  times  of  fiscal  shortfalls,  outright  purchas¬ 
es  will  be  impossible.  However,  other  possibilities  remain,  such  as  tax  title 
transfers  and  private  donations  to  the  Conservation  Commission  for  that  purpose. 
We  will  be  attempting  to  remedy  this  situation  and  would  appreciate  any  input 
from  the  townspeople  concerning  this  matter. 

We  look  forward  to  serving  the  people  of  the  town  of  Oakham  during  the 
next  year,  and  will  make  available  any  requested  information  concerning  the 
above  mentioned  matters.

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


While  School  Year  1991-92  was  a  year  during  which  the 
schools  of  the  Quabbin  Regional  School  District  faced  numerous 
challenges,  the  District  also  enjoyed  many  successes.  The  challenges 
were  (as  they  had  been  in  the  past)  the  result  of  shrinking  economic 
resources  and  an  increasing  student  population.  The  national 
economic  slowdown  continued  and  financial  support  for  schools  and 
other  public  services  were  seriously  limited.  As  a  result,  the  District 
was  unable  to  hire  sufficient  teaching  and  support  personnel  to  meet 
the  classroom  demands  of  an  increasing  student  population.  The 
K-12  student  population  growth  is  summarized  below:

The  challenge  to  teach  larger  and  larger  classes  fell  to  the 
teaching  staff.  Fortunately,  due  to  the  staff’s  professional  attitude  and 
experience,  each  student  within  the  District  continued  to  feel  the 
support  and  encouragement  necessary  to  fulfill  his/her  academic 
program.  However,  academic  programs  were  reduced  to  ensure  that 
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each  student  received  the  time  and  attention  of  a  teaching  staff  that 
was  either  furloughed  or  over-scheduled  in  order  to  provide  students 
with  the  greatest  academic  opportunities  possible  in  the  areas  of  art, 
music  and  physical  education.  The  spirit  of  cooperation  within  the 
District  evident  during  this  school  year  was  heartening  and  enabled 
the  District  to  survive  perhaps  the  most  difficult  financial  time  in  its 
27  year  history. 

Talk  of  statewide  educational  reform  permeated  much  of  the 
District’s  activities  during  this  school  year.  Yet,  the  legislative 
progress  on  the  issue  of  reform  was  stalled  by  political  pressures  that 
are  (at  times)  difficult  to  understand  and  sadly,  ever-present. 
Unfortunately,  the  fiscal  situation  prevalent  in  schools  throughout  the 
Commonwealth  has  made  it  impossible  to  initiate  new  or  expand 
existing  curricular  opportunities.  It  is  true  that  students  need  more 
time  in  school,  but  financially  supporting  this  endeavor  would  be 
difficult  in  this  economic  climate.  However,  future  plans  for  our 
District  must  include  more  teacher-student  contact  time.  Such  an 
increase  in  "learning  time"  would  enable  us  to  provide  students  with 
a  more  comprehensive  educational  program. 

Again  in  1991-92,  the  District  continued  its  building  program. 
The  Hubbardston  Elementary  School  Building  Project  was  completed 
and  formally  dedicated  on  September  23,  1992.  In  addition,  the 
School  Committee  established  two  new  Building  Committees:  one 
committee  to  study  and  plan  for  the  space  needs  of  the  junior-senior 
high  school  student  population  that  is  projected  to  swell  to  over  1400 
students  by  1 999;  a  second  committee  to  study  and  plan  for  the  space 
needs  of  the  New  Braintree  Elementary  School  population,  a  student 
population  that  is  currently  too  large  to  house  in  the  present  school 
and  as  a  result,  must  be  assigned  to  open  space  in  the  Town  Hall. 
These  committees  are  working  to  ensure  that  all  necessary  school 
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design  documents  are  prepared  for  the  State  Department  of  Education 
by  June  1,  1993.  Meeting  this  timeline  is  a  prerequisite  to  acquiring 
a  (financial)  grant  that  will  reimburse  the  towns  of  the  regional  district 
for  77.09%  of  any/all  planning,  design  and  construction  costs  related 
to  the  expansion  of  the  junior-senior  high  school  and/or  the  New 
Braintree  Grade  School.  Unfortunately,  it  will  be  some  time  (two  or 
more  years)  before  the  District  will  access  this  financial  assistance 
from  the  state.  Thus,  interim  solutions  to  the  overcrowding  (perhaps 
similar  to  those  provided  for  in  New  Braintree)  at  the  junior-senior 
high  school  will  need  to  be  seriously  studied  during  the  1992-93  school 
year. 

At  this  writing,  the  District  is  working  with  the  local  Budget 
and  Finance  Committees  to  access  information  relative  to  the 
program  for  funding  public  education.  The  state’s  financial 
commitment  to  public  schools  is  a  key  factor  in  any  introduction  of 
new  or  even  in  the  continuation  of  current  educational  programs. 

The  educational  programs  offered  throughout  the  Quabbin 
Regional  School  District  are  programs  in  which  we  can  take  pride. 
Information  about  some  of  the  available  programs  are  described  in 
Principals’  Reports  and  are  included  in  this  text.  In  addition,  the 
District’s  successful  bid  for  multi-year  high  school  accreditation  is,  in 
fact,  sound  evidence  of  the  strength  of  the  educational  programs 
supported  by  taxpayers  in  the  Quabbin  communities.  The  numerous 
successes  (especially  at  institutions  of  higher  learning)  of  recent 
graduates  of  Quabbin  Regional  Junior-Senior  High  School  also  serve 
as  a  strong  indicator  not  only  of  the  quality  of  the  educational 
programs,  but  also  of  the  communities’  expectations  for  its  children. 


Finally,  with  your  help  and  support,  we  will  continue  our  best 
efforts  to  ensure  that  each  and  every  child  has  a  comfortable, 
appropriate  and  challenging  environment  in  which  to  work,  learn  and 
grow.

School  year  91/92  was  a  difficult  one  for  staff  and  students  at  the  Oakham 
Center  School.  Severe  budget  cuts  caused  us  to  lose  33%  of  our  teaching  staff, 
50%  of  our  custodial  staff  and  all  of  our  supplies  and  materials  funds.  Our 
class  sizes  jumped  from  22  students  per  teacher  to  31  students  per  teacher, 
making  it  more  and  more  difficult  to  provide  the  small  group/individualized 
instruction  so  needed  by  today's  children.  One  complete  section  of  the  building 
was  closed  off.  Contrary  to  our  philosophy  of  many  years,  the  building  was 
closed  to  school  and  public  use  after  3:30  each  day. 

With  the  help  of  the  community,  through  fund-raising  efforts,  the  hard  work 
of  a  dedicated  staff  and  over  fifty-four  school  volunteers,  we  managed  to 
provide  our  students  with  a  reasonable  educational  experience. 

Unexpended  funds  from  the  Building  Project  were  used  to  complete  unfinished 
building  items.  The  computer  lab  was  outfitted  with  20  Macintosh  LCII  computers. 
The  addition  of  this  lab  to  our  facilities  allows  us  to  provide  computer 
experience  for  all  students,  grades  Kindergarten  -  sixth.  The  inside  walls  of 
the  gym  were  padded,  providing  a  safe  environment  for  students  and  slightly 
improving  the  acoustics.  Site  work  involving  the  playground  area  and  new  play 
field  has  been  completed  giving  us  a  quality  play  area  for  children  of  all  ages. 
Installation  of  outside  lights  to  illuminate  the  parking  lot  has  been  contracted 
and  will  soon  be  in  place.  All  of  this  provided  us  with  a  finished  high  quality 
facility  that  will  serve  the  students  and  townspeople  for  a  number  of  years  to 
come . 

Our  spirit  of  innovation  continues  with  Kyle  Carey,  Kathleen  Johnson,  Nancy 
Leblanc  and  Jim  Dittami  improving  and  expanding  the  Science  Connection.  This 
cooperative  venture  between  WPI  and  the  Oakham  Center  School  provides  staff  and 
students  with  much  needed  science  experience.  The  overall  curriculum,  K-6 , 
continues  to  blend  the  best  of  past  educational  practices  with  the  latest  in 
research  and  techniques.  Teachers  are  constantly  working  to  provide  better  and 
more  complete  instruction  to  all  levels  of  students. 

We  hold  hope  that  the  long  awaited  "School  Reform"  will  provide 
Massachusetts  Public  education  with  much  needed  budget  stability.  Until  that 
time  we  will  continue  to  work  with  what  we  have,  seeking  innovative  solutions  to 
meet  the  educational  needs  of  our  students  within  the  confines  of  economic 
reality .

PRINCIPAL’S  ANNUAL  REPORT 
1991-1992 

Innovation,  adaptation,  professionalism  and  severe  fiscal 
constraints  characterized  the  1991-1992  school  year  at  Quabbin 
where  we  welcomed  aboard  203  seventh  graders  and  graduated 
102  seniors.  With  the  institution  of  the  Furlough  Program, 
designed  to  save  the  elective  programs,  both  staff  members  and 
students  had  to  be  willing  to  adjust  to  a  schedule  which  included 
less  direct  teacher  instruction  and  more  fragmentation  than  either 
group  would  experience  in  a  "normal”  school  year.  In  his  push  for 
school  reform  Representative  Mark  Roosevelt  attempted  to 
address  the  problems  of  schools  such  as  ours  by  suggesting  that 
"cuts  in  education  are  taxes  on  children";  Quabbin’s  response  to 
such  cuts  was  an  increased  community  resolve  to  strive  for  excel¬ 
lence  in  spite  of  the  fiscal  constraints  which  threatened  to 
decimate  our  resolve. 

New  programs  instituted  this  school  year  included  Q-News,  a 
student  produced  video  broadcast  which  used  a  news  program 
format  to  capture  and  highlight  life  at  Quabbin;  the  Special 
Calculus  class  developed  by  Mrs.  Jacquie  Bryant  in  cooperation 
with  WPI;  the  Teacher  Assistance  Team,  an  initiative  which 
pooled  the  talents  of  the  Special  Education  staff  and  the  Regular 
Education  staff  to  address  the  needs  of  students  experiencing 
academic  difficulty;  the  University  of  Massachusetts  Medical 
Outreach  Program  which  provided  Quabbin  Science  students  with 
exposure  to  clinical  presentations  by  University  doctors;  and  the 
Mt.  Wachusett  Community  College  Project  Greater  Opportunity 
which  enabled  disadvantaged  students  to  receive  tutoring  on  site 
during  the  school  day. 
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In  October  of  1991  Quabbin  welcomed  a  Visiting  Team  from 
the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges,  the 
accrediting  agency  for  secondary  schools.  In  its  final  report  to  the 
New  England  Association,  the  Visiting  Team  commended  Quabbin 
students,  staff,  faculty,  administration,  and  the  School  Committee 
for  their  dedication,  school  pride,  and  willingness  to  work  coopera¬ 
tively  to  make  Quabbin  the  best  it  can  be.  The  Visiting  Team  also 
commented  on  the  exemplary  condition  of  the  school  plant  which 
is  now  25  years  old.  In  March  of  1992  the  Visiting  Team’s 
positive  report  translated  into  Quabbin  receiving  continued  ac¬ 
creditation;  such  an  accomplishment  is  noteworthy  in  an  environ¬ 
ment  where  many  schools  are  losing  NEASC  accreditation. 

Quabbin  staff  members  who  received  special  recognition  this 
school  year  included  James  Beschta,  who  was  named  Teacher  of 
the  Year  by  the  Massachusetts  Council  of  Teacher  of  English; 
Elaine  Hall,  who  was  named  Outstanding  Teacher  by  the  New 
England  Science  Teachers  (NEST);  and  Roberta  Grandone  who 
was  named  to  Who’s  Who  Among  American  Teachers.  Quabbin 
students  individually  and  collectively  also  continued  to  strive  for 
and  achieve  excellence.  Members  of  the  Class  of  1992, 
Quabbin’s  smallest  (102)  graduating  class  in  recent  years, 
accrued  $395,000  in  scholarship  assistance.  Graduating  seniors 
receiving  special  recognition  included  Ingrid  Friberg,  a  National 
Merit  Scholar,  and  Jesse  Morrison,  a  State  Champion  Wrestler. 

The  Quabbin  All  Sports  Booster  Club  and  the  Wrestling 
Booster  Club  provided  financial  support  to  keep  athletics  alive. 
Such  support  enabled  the  Girls’  Field  Hockey  Team  to  achieve  a 
Quabbin  first  capturing  both  the  District  E  Title  and  the  State  Title. 
Midland-Wachusett  League  titles  were  also  won  by  the  Girls’  Field 
Hockey  Team,  Boys’  Soccer  Team,  Girls’  Softball,  Wrestling,  and 
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Golf.  Quabbin  Cheerleaders  managed  to  capture  two  first  place 
finishes  in  regional  competition. 

Future  planning  at  Quabbin  included  the  appointment  of  a 
School  Building  Committee  and  a  vote  of  the  School  Committee 
to  incur  debt  for  working  drawings  for  an  addition-renovation 
project.  With  the  planning  in  place,  Quabbin  will  now  be  able  to 
address  the  major  recommendations  of  the  New  England 
Association  of  School  and  Colleges  report  which  requires  that  the 
physical  plant  be  made  "barrier  free"  and  that  the  instructional 
space  be  expanded  to  address  the  rapid  increases  in  student 
enrollment.  For  Quabbin,  such  recommendations  and  planning 
come  at  the  appropriate  juncture  as  we  begin  to  examine 
restructuring  both  curriculum  conception  and  instructional  delivery 
to  suit  the  needs  of  the  worker  in  the  21st  Century. 

With  the  continued  effort  and  support  of  both  Quabbin  parents 
and  community  members,  I  am  confident  that  Quabbin  students 
will  continue  to  receive  a  quality  education  if  we  individually  and 
collectively  continue  to  protest  the  "taxes  on  children"  syndrome 
which,  if  left  unchecked,  promises  to  destroy  our  nation.

Board  of  Assessors  Report 


Fiscal  '93  was  a  revaluation  year  and  with  a  lot  of  hard 
work,  we  were  able  to  get  the  tax  bills  mailed  out  on 
October  16,  1993.  This  enabled  a  cash  flow  into  the 
treasury  quickly  so  there  was  no  need  to  borrow  money. 

There  have  been  a  few  changes  in  the  office  and  on  the 
board  in  the  past  year.  Betty  Davis  retired  in  April 
and  the  Board  hired  Karen  Bradon  from  New  Braintree  to  fill 
the  position.
